funds raised at said meeting, are hereby declared legal
andvalid : provided, that nothing herein shall legalize or
sanction the payment of more than two hundred dollars
bounty to any one volunteer, or person furnishing him-
self » substitute.

Brerion 2. This act shall take effect and be in force
from and after its passage.
